stirring the second mixture to increase viscosity of thfe second mixture; 
applying the negative active material slurry to opposite sides of a copper foil* the copper 
foil being free of holes, as a negative collector, to form a negative plate; 

laminating the positive plate and the negative plate on opposite sides of a separator; 
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
